PEERIS: Back from Brest Her 'Majesty spent Christmas Day visiting with newly con- 
scripted troops of the 3rd Army which has recently been formed in the lie de Frahce. 
The Queen is reported' tc have promised a total effort to have the troops home by next 
Christmas next year if humanly possible. 

PEERIS (26 Becember 1901): The Frencian Foreign Ministry today proposed that the 
Go\-ernment of Frenciana recognize as legitimate the military dictatorship of Austria 
under 'Field Marshall Ivan Music ant. The Cabinet has taken the matter under considera- 
tion. " 

PEERIS : in her annual New Year's We message to the people Her Majesty tonight re- 
vealed the real reason for the recent departure of the Duchess of %stmor eland and the 
steadily deteriorating relations with England. "The situation has been and is exceed- 
ingly -complex, which explains why English reports are so confused and contradictory. 
First, the man currently imprisoned in the Tower of London is not the Compte clu Peri,, 
Peri has been on a secret mission for Us in Hellotidar for some time. The man the : 
English have captured is really Karl Turnoff , the former Grand Sevastopolitan diplomat 
who has turned into a roving (f#r pay) trouble-maker. We have made excellent use of 
him. The English are a^are of Turnoff 's identity, but refuse t« admit either this mis- 
take (for Russia would be surely upset) or release the man. instead he remains in the 
Tower. But as for the Duchess of Westmoreland. She w a s forced to flee from Frenciana 
when our Counter-intelligence Corps (under Marshal de Peeria) discovered that she was 
in reality a leader of the John Boardman Society, a small band of ant i -royalist, Eng- 
lish supporters who seek to overthrow Us. She ha* fceen here sometime as an English 
agent" seeking to upset Our government. She has fled for her life and' if she reappears 
she will be arrested and brought to trial." In other comments Her Majesty revealed that 
Frenciana would go before the international C»urt of Justice to seek an investigation 
into claims that English Hessians have been guilty of Peericide in Norway. The Queen 
also promised to defend Frenciana *s ally, Belgium, against English aggression. And 
lastly the Queen implied that she might soon bring forth a new commander to lead Fren- 
ciana *&> armies to victory. She referred to him only as:' "MY LITTLE CORPORAL..." 

HELL0TI2AR (ALLEN AND ROSSI PRESS AGENCY) : ('The following special report comes frcm 
Compte du Peri, Frenciana»s ambassador at large who is here currently seeking an alli- 
ance with Hellotidar against England.) I arrived in Hellotidar in March of last year . 
and have spent the intervening time studying the local political situation and attempt- 
ing to win friends for Frenciana. How well I have succeeded only you can judge. The 
situation in Helloti'dar "is tense and. confused. ' Although there are, "rumors that Helloti- 
dar may soon go to .war with P«llutidar, the lower kingdom, few preparations are in evi- 
dence. Instead, Hellotidar appears to be on the brink of civil war as two contending 
factions struggle for mass support. The largest faction is the Apogeians, who represent 
the masses of slaves and helots. The smaller faction is the Periogeians and their al- 
lies the Perioikol who represent" the intelligentsia of Hellotidar. The two are at •ppo~ 
site ends of the political spectra and no possibility for compromise is seen as possi- 
ble, unless some strong outside force threatens them. Such a force may exist in pol- 
lutidar. 

LONDON (25 December 1901): The Ministry of Truth today announced that yet another 
plot by the despised and illegal sect of Christians to celebrate Christmas has been 
suppressed. The Ministry also issued an apology to His inferial Majesty Emperoar Honj 
of Pollutidar for the unfortunate error in His title. Communications from seme of the 
Emperoar's ancestors to the glorious King-Btiperor Huon as late as 1673 had used the 
title "Putrefaction", and there had been no reason to suppose there had been a change 
in title.

'^ar ia distfcfcrbing the tranquillity of Pollutidar* "Furthermore, this spy had been send- 
ing to the Outer Crust slanderous reports about our noble * f ree, and peaceful Etipire," 
he told an audience of cave men, Atniocapans, Himeans, Coripis, Hqrib's, Sagoths., S*hog- 
goths, Thsbpdars, Mahars, Koarsars, and Hirshibars. "These are the worst libels which 
have been circulated about Pollutidar on the Outer Crust since, that fellow came through 
in his burroughing machine, in this connection, I think it .particularly worthy of corn- 
merit that one of the outer clusters involved in this last invasion was named &bner 
Peery. " , At the mention of the name of this aggressor, the entire crowd broke into a 
chorus of hisses, howls , catcalls , taragcalls, gnashing of teeth, smacking of lips, and 
heavy telepathic static from the Mahars. 

"Fortunately for the peane and justice of Pollutidar, " the. Inperoar went' oH, "this 
spy has been apprehended, and will soon get just desserts. More precisely, he will be- 
come juat dessert to the Trodons on the inferial Zoo." 

KQARSAB, PpiIiUTlp&E: Fleet Admiral Bobo Rygmus announced today $hat the Kcarsar 
fleet is ready for any eventuality, should the Fmperoar send-, them to the Outer Crust. 
"But this, of course, must await the arrival of the luehess of ^stmoreland and hea? 
entourage.. • The Baperoar has ordered us to go out to meet her, and to unclog her vents 
if necessary. " . ., . ' " 

MOZ, POLLUTimfi: Imperoar Banj acknowledged worsening relations with the warring 
nations of the Outer .Crust by banning the playing of the national anthems of Freneiana 
("Peerilandj My Peeriland" ) , Germany ("Die %.cht am Wein"), Italy ("Lyndonezssa") , aus- 
tria-ifiingary ( "Ic'h. Bin Musikanter") , buss ia ("God Shave the Tsar"), and Turkey ("Bal- 
lad of the Yellow' Berets") . The English anthem, "Huon, the Night, and the Music" was 
exempted from this proscription. 

"Ye are particularly concerned about the low moral quality of *Peeriland, My Peeri- 
land," said Blab the Talkative One, Minister of Impropag&nda. "One line goes, 'She 
blee,ds, she burns, she'll come, she'll come."' This is scarecely the sort of high moral 
sentiment we hope to establish in Pollutidar. The Minister then went on Jo award the 
Order of the Golden Tarag to the Himean composer Yawp for his new composition, "far Soig 
jjkxr Erum, Baggipe, and Tuned Skulls", " " . 

KUT-EL-iMAEA. [1>2 November 1901): This tiny Mesopotamian town was the scene of what 
promises to be one of the crucial battles of the Middle East Tar. On November 5, the 
Turkish garrison was attacked by the combined Iranian and Frencian forces. The attack- 
ers j realising they could not defeat the Sultan's invincible legions in pitched battle, 
laid siege, expecting to starve out the defenders. 

/However, an heroic scout of the Turkish army, a native of the area naned Muai'dib, 
managed to slip out of the Frencian lines and reach Baghdad. A division was dispatched 
tp relieve the garrison^ reaching Kut -.el-Amor a oh the tenth. The Frencian forces at- 
t'aapted to escape, but were caught between the two Ottoman lines, a pitched tattle 
followed, in which the Frencian army ^as dealt a decisive defeat. The Iranian insurrec- 
tion has been crushed, and 7,549 Frencian troops were captured, including General Ville- 
peri, one of the Frencian "commanders in the JSast. The only note of darkness in the 
situation was the severe wound suffered by General Klamil, son of the great Midh&t 
Pasha, Grand Vizier 1876-77 and 1881-89. Mldhat Is generally credited with the judi- 
cial and legal reforms which reversed "the trend'to stagnation in the aspire and placed 
it again in the ranks of the world powers. It was he who prevented the partition of 
the North African dominions "in the early Eighties and engineered the Constitution of 
1888. His son Hamil, following his education, entered the arm.ed forces, distinguishing 
bins elf during the Balkan fers of the Nineties and rising to the rank of General, It is 
expected that upon the retirement of Mehmed Jemel he will become supreme commander of 



the Ottoman forces in the Balkan theatre. He hes twice been the target of Peerist as- 
sassination attempts ., end as a result has liecome a dedicated. anti--peerisite. He is . 
married te Lady lenna Montchauve, sister of \Eis Excellency, Baron Sarin Montchauve, 
Grand Master of Britain's influential Order of the Tolf, and- Admiral of the Fleet, 

C0DBTANTIN0PL1 (8 February 1902) x ULth less than tw,» ^ e eks to go until the Parlia- 
mentary elections, Minister of State Yorgo istef anopolous announced the capture of 
Colonel Alexis Statkaer of Austrian intelligence. Stetkaer has , according to documents 
captured with him in Adrianople, been operating inside Turkish territory since 1897, 
mostly in Greece and RumtZia., under the name of Nikolais Platikis. He was involved in 
the Balkan as an advisor to the Sthnike Hetairia and is suspected to have master- 
minded the assassination of Prince Mohammed in 1899.

COmTANTINOPLE (1.7 February 1902, Official Ministry of the interior Bulletin) :' in- 
fective ^n this day, 17- February 1902, the Ottoman People's Party, the National People's 
Youth Groups, and the Armenian Citizenry Party. are all outlawed and dissolved m subver- 
sive groups under the direction of a fereign enemy power, the Bupire of Austria and Hun- 
gary. All citizens having information leading to the arres t of iviehmet Azizoglu, Kemal 
Nisansioglu, or Murat Sertel, or of any of the members of the above groups, should in- 
form the local authorities. A reward is offered. 

SCUTARI (17 February 1902) : Mehmet Azizoglu, "ranted in Turkey for political crimes, 
was seen slipping into Austrian occupied territory tonight, where he as'ked'for politieal 
asylum. "ith'him w a s Alexis Statkaer, an Austrian intelligence agent who was captured" 
two weeks ago by Turkish police but escaped on the thirteenth and fled to Greece, News 
of his escape has not jet been released to the Turkish press, apparently to avoid an 
electoral crisis. (Albanian Press Agency Report.)
